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Down Jersey DXing

Up to middle September, I would give the HF bands a D+ for recover- 
ing from the poor conditions this summer. At this writing we are start- 
ing to see a little DX "life" on 15 Meters and a flash or two of DX spots 
on 12 Meters. What 10 Meters will be like as the Fall progresses is a big 
question mark. Will it come back and produce those wonderful easy 
QSOs to exotic places with a minimum of station and antenna? Keep listening and checking your favorite 
clusters to see how this seasonal and solar cycle plays out with one of our best DX friend's, 23MHz. 


Checking back to your previous contacts during the same month in previous years can be revealing to un- 
derstanding your DX hunting patterns. What DX did you work in October 2014, 2013, and 2012??? Do 
you notice more DX success to any particular parts of the world or on a specific band? Check the geogra- 
phy, time, and frequency of your DX QSOs. Look for patterns as to when you worked many of your 
logged DX and on what bands. And while you’re back-checking, see if you did obtain the QSL card or 
digital confirmation from those DX contacts. I often wait a year before checking if confirmations were re- 
ceived and then decide whether to RE-QSL these pending QSOs. 


From experience you will notice that certain areas of the world are tougher to obtain confirmations from 
than others. Africa, Latin America, Russia, and Eastern Europe are particularly prone to theft of incoming 
QSL envelopes with U.S. currency or foreign stamps inside them. LOTW and OQRS (On-Line QSL Reply 
Service) have helped to cut these losses, but they are not always an option for DX stations we have 
worked. Tips on better success rates on foreign mailed QSLs will be mentioned at a later date in this col- 
umn. 


The Chesterfield Islands should be first and foremost in our minds for early October. Check out an exten- 
sive article about Chesterfield in the "How's DX" section of your recent October QST. Plenty of back- 
ground information including details about the TX3X trip are related. Other major DXpeditions for this 
month include: V73D in the Marshall Islands, D4D in the Cape Verdes, and 3W3MD in the rare and far 
away QTH of Vietnam. Plenty of stations, operators, modes, and bands should be workable. But even 
hearing Vietnam can be difficult and that's why a 20 operator event like this just needs to be noted and lis- 
tened for. A low K index and a high solar flux reading would certainly help! 


Don't forget to check out pre and post operations from DX stations operating in the CQ WW SSB CON- 
TEST in late October. If you can't work them through the pileups in the contests, you might be able to 
sneak in a QSO before or after the big event takes place. Contest stations are always trying to work out 
"bugs" or check propagation routes before the contest begins. Remember the simple signal report and 
"Zone 5" exchange for those of us in SNJ. It's 48 hours of potential all-time new ones or new band coun- 
tries for stations around the world.

Tech Saturday Forum : October 10, 2015 
By John Zaruba, K2ZA 


The October 10, 2015 Tech Saturday Forum will feature a pres- 
entation by club member, Corresponding Secretary, lightning 
and grounding expert, and all-around nice guy, Ron Block 
NR2B. 


He will begin by discussing the characteristics of 
lightning and how it affects us as amateurs, review 
your chances of being struck depending upon location and tower height, exam- 
ine how lightning impulse current can be controlled to eliminate damage to 
equipment, how lightning strike magnetic fields can destroy electronic equip- 
ment, the proper exterior grounding for protection and RF grounding, and a 
useful approach toward establishing a single point ground system within the 
radio room. 


In addition to the slide presentation, Ron will use a software simulator to demonstrate the effects of tower 
placement in relation to the radio equipment, coax/tower take-off height options, and single point ground 
connection options. 


After the presentation we will discuss individual situations evaluating the benefits and draw-backs associ- 
ated with a given solution approach. Participants should leave with the theory required for a protection 
scheme and the knowledge with how to proceed with the first step. We will most likely have to assemble a 
few more times to assess the individual's progress and map out the next steps. 


Ron Block, NR2B, has been a PolyPhaser Distributor for over 25 years and a consultant in the lightning 
protection field for over 21 years. He is the brother of PolyPhaser founder Roger Block and the beneficiary 
of a younger brother's energy and wisdom. He has been the moderator of the Lightning Protection Forum 
at Dayton on numerous occasions and was the editor of the PolyPhaser newsletter, Striking News. 


The objective of the Tech Saturday Forum is to have an open discussion of subjects of Amateur Radio in- 
terest. All questions are welcome as well as a venue for members to show off their latest ham radio pro- 
jects or gadgets. All are welcome - hams and non-hams - club members and non-club members. Take a 
guided tour of our clubhouse. View our HF and VHF/UHF Operation Facilities and our vast antenna farm.

1. No attachments (e.g. pictures, files) are allowed on the reflector. 


2. Ifyou have club-related pictures that you would like to share, you can send them to the webmaster, he will put 
them on the website and he will send out a general e-mail to all the members. 


3. Otherwise, the pictures will have to be sent to the members’ addresses. 

4. URLs/Hyperlinks are acceptable on the reflector. 

5. Do not send any messages with e-mail addresses in the BCC (Blind Carbon Copy) field. The message will be 
rejected. Use only the To: or CC: fields. 

6. Members are subscribed to the reflector using the member's e-mail address from the roster database. You must 
use that address when sending an e-mail via the reflector. 

7. Ifyou use another address on the reflector, the message will get rejected or "bounced", because the reflector 
does not recognize that address. 

8. Whenever a message sent to reflector is rejected or "bounced" for various reasons, the administrator has to log- 
in to the Mailman.QTH website and approve the message. If the admin recognizes the address as belonging to a club 
member, the message is accepted and passed on to the reflector.

The term "3830" used to (and still can) refer 
to the 80M frequency where contesters gath- 
ered after the contest to compare scores. It was 
particularly lively on the east coast of the US, 
where the very competitive multi-multi sta- 
tions would share their unverified QSO counts, 
multiplier counts, and scores. With the advent 
of email and the internet, it then evolved to be 
the 3830 email reflector on contesting.com, 
where Dink, N7WA, posts contest summaries 
for many contests. Bruce, WA7BNM, made it 
easier to post scores through his website, 
which is (now) 3830scores.com. With any 
change, things are lost, and things are gained. 


While 3.830 MHz is generally empty post- 
contest, contest summaries and commentary 
are available any time (and potentially in per- 
petuity) via the reflector and web site, and pro- 
vide thoughtful and useful information that 
can improve your contest scores.
